As the family is the divinely 
organized society of the natural 
order, so the Church is the di- 
vinely organized society of the 
supernatural order. Since grace 
is built on nature, the Church 
cannot destroy the natural 
rights of society. The family, 
therefore, as a society, precedes 
both the State and the Church. 

Since the family is the natur- 

al unit of society and precedes 
both the State and the Church 
in nature and in time, it follows 
that the parents and not the 
State have the primary and 
normal right of education—as 
is evident from the fact that 
the education of the children is 
the concern of the parents long 
before it is the concern of any- 
one else. The family holds di- 
rectly from the Creator the in- 
alienable right to educate. This 
right is inviolable by any pow- 
er on earth. The State exists 
for the family, the family does 
not exist for.the State. 


Teacher Only Helps 


The parents may, if they 
wish, delegate the exercise of 
this right to the State; but even 
then, the primary responsibility 
for the education of the child 
remains with the parent, not 
with the teacher. The teacher 
only supplements, but never 
supplants, either the right or 
duty of parents. The function 
of the State when it receives 
this delegation is merely to pro- 
tect and foster. but never to 
absorb; either the individual or 
the family, or to substitute it- 
self for them. 

The teacher always acts in 


the name of the parents, not in 
the name of the State, though 
the State, to safeguard its cit- 
izenship, may guarantee the ef- 
ficiency of the teachers. A 


teacher receives his mission 
from humanity, not from the 
government. Whatever author- 
ity he exercises over the chil- 
dren, to teach, control, and dis-

“But,” you say, “we have many 
more definite doctrines than our 
Protestant neighbors. These must 
be explained carefully and accur- 
ately and not many of the laity 
are qualified to do this. That's 
probably why we bog down.” 

“You have a point there,” I ad- 
mit. “But isn’t it high time for 
every Catholic to study the chief 
doctrines and practices of his faith 
so that he can explain them thor- 
oughly to inquirers?

attends Mass every Sunday and 
holyday of obligation. 

“He hears a brief sermon at vir- 
tually every Mass, explaining some 
point of Catholic doctrine.

No other 
Church makes such a determined 
effort to see that her members are 
properly instructed in their .re- 
ligion.” 

“True,” you say, “and we ought 
to be more articulate in explaining 
our religion.

This basic principle of do- 
mestic society, that the primary 
and: normal right of education 
belongs to the parents and not 
to the State, is a conclusion of 
the moral law. It is not Cath- 
but 
because Catholics are most in- 
sistent on the moral law, it has 
wrongly become identified as 
Catholic teaching. As a matter 
of fact it is part of the legal 
tradition ‘of the United States 
enthroned in both the 14th 
Amendment and the decisions 
of the Supreme Court. 


Supreme Court Says: 


For example, the Supreme 
Court of the United States 
handed down this. decision: 
“The fundamental theory of 
liberty upon which all govern- 
merits in this Union repose ex- 
cludes any general power of the 
State to standardize its children 
by forcing them to accept in- 
struction from publie teachers 
only. The child is not the mere 
creature of the State; those who 
nurture him and direct his des- 
tiny have the right coupled 
with the high duty, to recog- 
nize and prepare him for addi-. 
tional obligations” (Pierce vs 
Society of The Holy Names of 
Jesus and Mary, 268 U.S. 510). 


It perhaps would be well for 
parents to examine their con- 
sciences .in the light of this 
moral principle. Are they real- 
izing their responsibilities? 


Putty In Their Hands 


Too many parents today shift 
their responsibility to the school 
and assume, that by doing so, 
they have fulfilled their par- 
ental obligations. Have they 
forgotten that the education of 
their children is their concern 
six years before it becomes the 
concern of the school? A rough 
calculation will show too that 
when schooling starts the child 
still spends about 85 per cent 
of his time at home.

“First of all allow me to explain 
that this was a purely fictional 
story which had been produced by 
Bryan Foy, a practicing Catholic 
and a man who shares a good repu- 
tation in the motion picture indus- 
try. Inthe interest of accuracy, 
Mr. Foy had cleared his script with 
Rt Rev. Monsignor John J. Devlin, 
the official representative of His 
Excellency Cardinal McIntyre in 
Los Angeles, for Church-studio 
relationships. 


“It is clearly established in the 
film that the priest is bogus and 
a Communist agent. He is not a 
chaplain of the United States 
Army. He states that he had taken 
over the parish of a dead heroic 
American missionary in North 
Korea before he became a prisoner 
of war. We felt that this phase of 
the film was handled delicately and 
without offense. 

“Because of the lack of any 
pointed evidence, the stand taken 
by Mr. Francis was tenuous and 
unwarranted.

Not Parochial Matter 


First of all, this is not a: paro- 
chiar matter. Father Kapaun was 
a priest but my protest would have 
been the same if he had been only 
an ordinary soldier. My argument 
is not that the Catholic Church has 
been offended—as Mrs. Sullivan 
seems to think—but that truth has 
been-offended, 

Second, the Legion of Decency is 
What I’m 
speaking about is something that 
does not fall within the scope of 
the Legion of Decency. So the 
A-2 rating given the film neither 
disproves nor proves the point I 
make against the film. 

The impressive group of people 
I've just quoted all say the fake 
priest character in no way re- 
sembled Father Kapaun. Yet for 
me he strongly suggested Father 
Kapaun. They are honest people 
who state the truth as they saw it. 
I am honest and I state it as I saw 
it. But why this tremendous dif- 
ference of opinion? They are em- 
phatic in their denials and I was 
certainly emphatic in saying it did 
suggest Father Kapaun. 

First, I am a great admirer of 
Father Kapaun, know his story

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well and would be particularly. 


sensitive to any resemblance. More 
importantly, though, I saw the film 
cold. They saw the film with the 
foreknowledge that this man por- 
traying a priest was not what he 
seemed to be. The dramatic effect 
would be entirely different. I was 
completely taken in by the char- 
acter. The strength of E. G. Mar- 
shall’s portrayal convinced me 
until. the very moment he was un- 
masked as a fake. If I had had 
the knowledge these other view- 
ers had when they saw the film 
then I wouldn’t have been carried 
by the characterization either. 

My real point in all of this is 
my firm conviction that truth im- 
poses obligations upon fiction. 
William Mooring states that the 
film should not be evaluated as an 
historical or documentary film. I 
never suggested it should be. But 
I do insist that whenever you set 
your fiction in a historical setting 
you are obliged to make your 
framework true. 


Truth Over Fiction 


This is not. a popular opinion. 
Novelists and dramatists have in- 
creasingly demanded the right to 
twist historical facts to fit the 
purposes of their fiction and when 
there is a suggestion that they 
should not the inevitably plea is 
that after all this is only fiction 
and shouldn’t be judged as history. 
I insist—and insist strongly—that 
fiction has no rights over truth. 

From the moment Bryan Foy 
decided to make a film about 
POWs in Red prison camps he had 
an . obligation to learn what he 
could about those prison camps.

In “Rerum Novarum,” 
Leo XIII said: 

“But all agree that there can be 
no question whatever, that some 
remedy must be found, for the 
misery and wretchedness which 
press so heavily at the moment on 
a large majority of the poor. 

“The ancient workmen’s guilds 
were destroyed in the last century, 
and no other organization took 
their place. Public institutions and 
the laws have repudiated the an- 
cient religion. Hence, by degrees 
it has come to pass that working- 
men have been given over, isolated 
and defenseless, to the callousness 
of employers and the greed of un- 
restricted competition.” 

Those words were written in 
1891. Since then, thank God, some 
remedies have been found to alle- 
viate the conditions which placed 
upon the poor “a yoke little better 
than slavery itself.”

It seems to me that what often 
pe aed for the unfrienidliness of 

atholics to visitors could be in- 
terpreted more accurately as the 
result of something quite differ- 
ent.

The Pope’s Humor 


It was also easy to understand 
the truth of a story told about his 
audience with a group of Geno 
vese pilgrims, when a small boy, 
kneeling for his blessing, suddenly 
looked up at the kindly ‘pontiff 
and blurted out: 

“Holy Father, when I grow up 
I’m going to be like you. I’m go- 
ing to be Pope.” : 

There was a shocked silence. 
But Pius smiled.. 

“Ah my son, you do not know 
what you wish for yourself,” he 
said. 

The Pope’s sprightly sense of 
humor also manifested itself when, 
at Castel Gandolfo, the Vatican 
summer residence, a great throng 
of pilgrims had gathered for his 
blessing. 

Pius spoke so many languages 
that he seldom had need of an in- 
terpreter. So he began addressing 
each bloc of pilgrims in their own 
language. He spoke to one group 
in French, another in German, an- 
other in Spanish, until the meet- 
ing became like a game, with vari- 
ous foreign contingents humorous- 
ly challenging the Pope to Say 
something in their tongue. 

Pius joined in good-naturedly, 
continuing the linguistic welcomes 
until he had spoken in English, 
Polish, Hungarian, Dutch and Por- 
tuguese. Finally, a pilgrim with a 
River Liffey accent standing in a 
group the pontiff had overlooked, 
spoke up: 

“Your Holiness, 
Ireland.” 

With a laugh, the Pope prompt- 


ly said “Cead - mille  failthe,” 
Gaelic for “A hundred thousand 
welcomes.” 


His Economic Views 


Pius XII is frequently compared 
with his predecessors Pius XI and 
Leo XIII, both of whom were 
known for their social conscious- 
i'ness. All three thought along the 
Same economic and political lines 
and did not hesitate to speak with 
great frankness. 


for their “Rerum Novarum” and 
“Quadragesimo Anno” encyclicals, 
which spoke out against economic 
exploitation of the workingman 
‘and the unfair distribution of 
wealth. Pius XI was quite blunt 
on the subject, declaring: 

“The discrepancy between 
wealth and misery cannot—be- tol- 
erated by the Christian  con- 
science.” 

Decrying a system that recog- 
nized the rights of property at 
the expense of the individual and 
the family, Pius XI called for a 
fairer distribution of income and 
wider participation by labor in 
economic life. It is the duty of the 
state, he said, to “stimulate in- 
creased productive enterprise and 
a more equitable distribution of 
the national income.” 


Pius And Communism 


Pius XII, his successor, express- 
ed himself in the same or related 
vein, but he branched out as well 
on other economic problems af- 
fecting underprivileged working 
classes. He has been a strong ad- 
vocate of a “just law” for “healthy 
housing,” and even favored “so- 
cialized medicine,” provided it 
didn’t conflict with “the moral 
principles of respect for man and 
family.” 

Pius XII kept up the 
against Hitlerism and fascism be- 
gun by his predecessor, Pius XI, 
and won the gratitude of Jewish 
peoples by aiding in their escape 
and opening the doors of the Vati- 
can to Nazi refugees.

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Reforestation Campaign 


Mexican Catholic Actionists 
Plant Two Million Seedlings 


Mexico City —(NC)—-The Union 
of Mexican Catholics, main organ- 
ization of the Catholic Action 
movement here, has planted more 
than two million seedlings in its 
first reforestation campaign. 


Actual count is 2,327,000 seed- 
lings, according to Carlos Diaz de 
Sollano, member of UCM. He said 
the campaign had been undertaken 
in the final quarter of 1954, with 
trees of various types planted. 
The seedlings were provided by 
the Department of Agriculture and 
private nurseries. 


PLANTINGS themselves were 
carried out on a voluntary basis by 
thousands of UCM members. 

Mr. Diaz de Sollano indicated 
that tree planting will be an an- 
nual drive of the organization, 
in months most appropriate for 
this task.

St. Louis —(NC)— Preventive 
war advocates who hold that the 
West may “unleash our atomic 
bombs on Russian centers so as to 


destroy all their power for war” 
are on “very hazardous” moral 
ground, according to a noted aa 
fessor at the Angelicum, pontifical 
university in Rome. 


Father Peter Lumbreras, 0O.P., 
who teaches moral theology at the 
Angelicum, stated that the use of 
atomic warfare “is not intrinsically 
or essentially evil: it is not immoral 
by its very nature.” 


Writing a special report for the 
St. Louis Register, weekly of the 
St. Louis Archdiocese, he asserted: 


“THE ATOM bomb may be justly 
employed. But justly does not 
mean indiscriminately .. .” 


The Spanish Dominican, who has 
taught at various Dominican hous- 
es in the United States, denounced 
suggestions that “in order to ex- 
ploit the Soviets’ fear to the full 
. « « We give them the impression 
that we are ready to use the bomb 
even indiscriminately.” 


“We can let the Russians 
know,” he said, “that we are 
more than ready to defend our- 
selves effectively against their 
attacks ... We can point out the 
obvious fact that in the prosecu- 
tion of a war, officers and sol- 
diers do not always conform to 
orders received from their chiefs 
or their government; and hence 
that any abuse on the part of the 
enemy might have as a human 
consequence abuse on the part 
of our-fighting men. To impress 
the enemy, however, with the 
idea that we nourish intentions 
as bad or even worse than his 
own, would be to stimulate him 
to forestall us by an attack.” 


Father Lumbreras noted that in 
any case, the use of A or H bombs 
—or any destructive weapons — 
directly against innocent people or 
peaceful towns “is an action abso- 
lutely forbidden by natural law.” 


“IT MIGHT happen,” he con- 
tinued, “that when atomic weapons 
are employed to kill directly the 
enemy fighting forces and to de- 
stroy directly a military objective, 
some innocént citizens are killed 
and some nonmilitary spot is de- 
stroyed. This non-intended killing 
and destruction has always been 
justified by theologians on the 
principle of the double effect.” 

The theologian warned, how- 
ever, that “this principle is liable 
to be misunderstood.” Without 
mentioning his name, he quoted 
Msgr. Philip M. Hannan, Chan- 
cellor of the Washington arch-

diocese, as saying that “if by de- 
stroying 20,000,000 persons we 
were to preserve the lives and 
freedom of 400,000,000 or 800,- 
000,000 others, certainly the 
double effect principle would 
justify the dropping of an atomic 
bomb in a just war.” Statements 
such as this are misleading “if 
taken or reported apart from 
their context,” Father Lumbre- 
ras said. 


“The principle in question,” he 
went on, “requires not only that 
the bad effect be compensated for 
by the good one: It demands also 
that the good effect not be obtain- 
ed through the evil one. We may 
not do evil that good may come 
from it; the end does not justify 
the means. If it were otherwise, 
Caiphas would have rightly con- 
demned Jesus to death, as. it was 
expedient that one man die for the 
people, rather than that the whole 
nation -perish. In order to save 
their country, soldiers may bomb 
the enemy troops, though foresee- 
ing and permitting the death of 
the chaplain, the doctor, and the 
nurses who accompany those forc- 
es. But they may not bomb an op- 
en city in order to discourage the 
enemy and induce him to give up 
the war.”

Release Rumors Persist 


Vatican Radio Doubts 
Mindszenty Now Free 


Vatican City —(NC)— Vatican 
Radio has. declared that it will not 
believe any rumors about Cardinal 
Mindszenty’s release until “he can 
again make his voice heard in the 
Esztergom basilica and publish 
with his own signature the circu- 
lar letters of the Hungarian Hier- 
archy.” - 

Vatican Radio made the com- 
ment as it noted that His Emin- 
ence Josef Cardinal Mindszenty, 
Archbishop of Esztergom and Pri- 
mate of Hungary, entered his sev- 
enth year of imprisonment. The 
Cardinal was arrested on Decem- 
ber 26, 1948, the feast of St. Ste- 
phen, first Christian martyr. 


THE BROADCAST also hinted 
that the current rumors about the 
Cardinal's release may have been 
planted by the Hungarian regime 
for its own political purposes. 

“This humor is extremely ef- 
fective in diverting public atten- 
tion from the anniversary of his 
arrest,” the Hungarian-language 
broadcast said. 

“Let the West believe that 
Hungary's Primate is no longer 
in prison but spends the days of 
his old age (he is 62) in quiet
